Cat Law 


Bitten by her neighbor's Angora 


:at, a woman filed suit for damages. 
She based her claim on two points: 
1) that the neighbor owned the cat, 
;incl 2) that the cat had been tres- 
passing in her back yard. 


But the court held that neither 


ground was enough to support the 
woman's claim. The court said 
ownership 
alone does not mean 


liability for a cat's mischief, since 
it so seldom commits any. As for 
the trespassing, the court said cats 
arc given freedom to roam—and to 
cross boundary lines—by common 
consent of mankind. 


As a rule, a cat's victim can col- 


lect damages only by showing some 
previous vicious conduct by the cat. 
Such conduct puts the owner on 
notice that his pet is dangerous.

In this case the woman did col' 


led. the court pointed out that a 
eat with kittens is likely to attack 
a dog, that customers often brought 
dogs to the market, and that an- 
frther customer bad been attacked 
earlier in the same manner. Undef 
these circumstances, the court de- 
cided the cat was indeed dangerous 
and should have been restrained. 


However, a minor show of tern- 


pef will not put the owner on no- 
tice that he has a feline menace on 
his hands. Thus another woman, 
bitten by a cat, was denied damages 
because the only prior misconduct 
she could prove was that the cat 
had once shown his teeth and 
snagged a girl's stocking. 


• In short, in view of the generally 


good record of the species, the law 
is tolerant of a cat's natural ten- 
dencies. And, in that same spirit, 
the law looks with favor on efforts 
to be kind to cats. 


One woman left money in her 


will to establish a "cattery" for 
homeless cats. Although the be- 
quest was challenged as useless to 
the community, a court upheld it 
as a valid charitable trust. In the 
words of one judge: 


"A gift for the benefit of animals 


tends to encourage kindness toward 
them, promote feelings of humanity 
and morality generally, repress bru- 
tality, and thus elevate the human 
race."

Senate today goes into its sec- 
ond Week of the union shop bat* 
tie with neither side ready to 
budge from its position. 


Democratic L e a d e r Mike 


Mansfield said his only plan for 
now was to keep before the Sen- 
ate his motion to bring up the 
bill which would repeal section 
14B of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
That section authorizes states to 
outlaw union shop contracts. 


Mansfield got an agreement 


for the Senate to convene two 
hours earlier than its Usual noon 
meeting after a wrangle with 
the bill's opponents at a Satur- 
day session. Because of the tim- 
ing, Senate committees sched- 
uled no hearings for the day. 


Republican 
Leader 
Everett 


M. Dirksen said his forces 
would maintain their filibuster 
which lias prevented a vote 
even on the preliminary motion 
to bring the bill before the Sen- 
ate. 


Dirksen said a break in the 


stalemate could come when the 
Armed 
Services 
Committee 


sends to the Senate floor an au- 
1 


thorization bill in support of 
President Johnson's request for 
an additional $12.3 billion for the 
Vietnamese war. 


At. that point, he said he would 


demand to know whether repeal 
of section 14B took precedence 
over the needs of U.S. troops in 
Viet Nam. 
he would "face up to that deci- 
sion" when the authorization 
bill is ready. 


The Senate Armed Services 


group is to hear 'Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara 
again Tuesday on the authoriza- 
tion measure. Committee aides 
said it could be approved and 
sent to the floor later hi the 
week, although this is not cer- 
tain. 


Foes of the repeal bill esti- 


mated they had enough speak- 
ers lined up to keep the filibust- 
er going for several weeks, if 
necessary, against even the mo- 
tion to make it the Senate's 
pending business. 


Before the fight began a week 


ago today, Mansfield made it 
clear he fel tthat at* some point 
he probably would have to try 
to shut off the filibuster with a 
cloture petition. 


Such a move failed last Octo- 


ber in the first Senate floor bat- 
tle over the measure. Not even 
the most optimistic supporter of 
the repealer contends that his 
side has the necessary two- 
thirds to invoke cloture at this 
time.

confused, and well she should 
be.
